Fire lev eled m ost of Chinese 
Chapei,

Hongkew,

parts of N antao in the Soochow 
creek area rem ain intact.

Sen. Guffey Demands Defeat 
o f Demo crats Who Op­ 
po sed President o n His 
Co urt Measure. 


W ashington, Au gu st 21 (JP)— 
A v irtu al dem and by Senator 
Gu ffey (D., Pa.) for defeat of 
Dem ocrats who opposed Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s Su preme Cou rt 
bill widened today the already 
open rift in th e party . 
His broadcast address, w ith­ 
ou t precedent so far as political 
observ ers recalled, nam ed Sen­ 
ators O’M ahoney of Wy oming, 
Bu rke of Nebraska and W heeler 
of M ontana. 
He flatly predicted the defeat 
of O’M ahoney and Bu rke and 
said W heeler wou ld hav e “plenty 
to do” in the way of ex plaining 
before 1940. 
Bu rke, a leader of the bills’ 
opponents, com m ented: 
“W hen Senator Gu ffey 
a n­ 
nou nces th a t he is going to see to 
it th a t W heeler, O’M ahoney and 
Bu rke are retired, I assu me he 
speaks in the dou ble capacity of 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Democratic 
senatorial com m ittee and W hite 
Hou se spokesman. 
“If th a t is tru e, we m ight ju st 
as well forget Jefferson Island 
and harm ony dinners and get 
ready for a real battle.” 
There was no im m ediate com­ 
m ent from others, bu t m any op­ 
ponents of the bill openly were 
angry . 
Gu ffey ’s speech was in sharp 
contract with recent statem ents 
by Democratic C hairm an Jam es 
A. Farley th a t there wou ld be no 
reprisals for opposition to the 
cou rt plan. 
Copied w ith a statem ent from 
John L. Lewis qu estioning the 
ability of Democratic leaders to 
carry

arou sed renewed specu lation on 
a possible new political align­ 
m ent by 1940. 
Lewis, leader of the committee 
for indu strial organization and 
of the United Mine W orkers who 
contribu ted $500,000 to the 1936 
Roosev elt cam paign, spoke as a 
m ember of labor’s non-partisan 
leagu e. 
He asserted the 
Democratic 
program had been sabotaged by 
a small grou p of its more con­ 
serv ativ e members.” The leaders,

London, Au g. 21—Robert W. 
Bingham, am bassador to Lon­ 
don, sailed u nex pectedly today 
to confer w ith President Roose­ 
v elt on the international situ a­ 
tion. 
The am bassador departed from 
Sou tham pton aboard the Em­ 
press of B ritain. News of his go­ 
ing, a spokesman said, had been 
concealed carefu lly a t his in­ 
stru ctions. 
While it is know n.th at Bing­ 
ham will discu ss international 
affairs w ith the president, their 
ex act natu re was not rev ealed. 
The embassy spokesm an declined 
to com m ent when asked w hether 
the hasty trip was
